The two battles, coming in quick 
succession, led to an opinion among 
military experts that the Ethiopians 
charged on the Makale front, hop- 
ing to profit from a diversion of the 
Italian troops to the conflict north- 
west along the Takkaze. 

Mountainous barriers between the 
two sectors, however, apparently 
prevented proper co-ordination for 
a decisive double blow. 


Battle Near Makale. 


Details of the battle south of Ma- 
kale, forward point of the Italian 
front lines, were slow to come, but 
Makale advices said the Ethiopians 
attacked fiercely with a _ strong 
force yesterday, just as the Takkaze 
advance to the northwest was being 
blocked. 

Italian machine-gunners met the 
Makale assault with heavy fire, and 
the attackers withdrew under an 
assault by aerial squadrons, The 
losses were not known immediately. 

Italian dead from the Takkaze 
sector combat outnumbered the Ital- 
ian wounded ten to one. (Rome 
officials said more than 500 Ethio- 
pians and 272 Italians died up to 
yesterday, after three days of fight- 
ing.) 

The outcome of that battle con- 
firmed reports that an Italian re- 
treat drew the Ethiopians into an 
ambush at Dembe Guina Pass, 
where the Italians raked them from 
the two ridges. , 

The Ethiopians, commanded by 
Ras Imeru, a cousin of Emperor 
Haile Selassie, and estimated by 
Italian officers to number 30,000, en- 
couraged by their first success, 
rushed into the pass, relying on 
their superior numbers to beat the 
Italians back again. 

Their advantage came to an end, 
however, when Italian  reinforce- 
ments rushed up the valley, leav- 
ing many Ethiopian warriors on 
the ground. 

The Ethiopians apparently ex- 
pected that a flank attack by others 
of their comrades, crossing the river 
at nearby Valle, would divert the 
attention of the Italians. 


Main Body in Pocket. 

A flying column of Italians di- 
verted the flanking force, leaving 
the main body to attempt to fight 
its way out of the pocket in Dembe 
Guina Pass. 

General Headquarters officers as- 
serted that “few Ethiopians” of 
those who drove into the Italian 
lines through Dembe Guina Pass 
would escape. 

With the Ethiopians surrounded, 
the Italians said, the natives faced 
annihiliation if they resisted fur- 
ther.

Fed- 
eral agents, who had him in techni- 
cal custody, made no effort during 
the night to question him in detail, 
permitting him to rest. 

Government agents late this aft- 
ernoon questioned young Milne, 
with a stenographer present, a short 
time after a hat and a coat were 
found near the spot where Milne 
was found. It was learned the op- 
eratives looked upon the clothing 
as a clue to identity of the abduc- 
tora... _Bhe.coat was said to bear 
the name “Joseph W. Smith, Fifth 
avenue, New York” on the maker's 
lapel. The clothing was said to 
tally with what Milne wore when 
he disappeared last Saturday. It 
was learned police found a pair of 
‘scissors in one pocket. A gray 
mocha glove also was found, 

How He Was Found. 

Milne was found by 8. R. Ger- 
hart, a Philadelphia salesman, and 
R. Morris Urquhart, an inventor, 
who were driving along the Old 
York road about midnight. Four 
men, passing in ancther car short- 
ly afterward, helped remove him, 
in a semi-conscious condition, to

Convinced It Was Kidnaping. 

New York police had listed Milne 
merely as “missing,” but J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the Bureau of 
Investigation of the Department of 
Justice, said in Washington today 
that his department was convinced 
it was a kidnaping. 

Hoover sent his agents on a 
search for the kidnapers in New 
York, Philadelphia and _ Boston. 
Three ransom notes were being 
studied in Washington. 

A picked detail of agents—eight 
men who have worked on previous 
kidnaping cases which the Govern- 
ment has solved was investigating 
the case in this area. Two came 
from Chicago by plane, two from 
New York and four from Washing- 
ton. 

These agents reported to George 
Harvey, chief of the Philadelphia 
squad,/and later left in pairs, one 
man in each pair carrying a black 
case in which sub-machine guns 
uBually are kept. 

Members of Milne’s family, in- 
cluding his mother, reached the 
hospital a few hours after they were 
notified that he had been found. 

Reported Attempt to Pay.

-No Immediate Question of 
Further Sanctions Pend- 
ing Stabilization of Po- 
litical Situations.

GENEVA, Dec. 19.—The Council 
of the League of Nations formally 
shelved the French-British plan for 
peace between Italy and Ethiopia 
at. a meeting late today. The pro- 
posals, which had created a storm 
throughout the membership of the 
League, were sent to the archives 
by resolution. 

In a public session, the League 
members adopted a statement which 
read: 

“The Council thanks the delegates 
of France and the United Kingdom 
for the communication which they 
have made to it concerning the sug- 
gestions which they have put be- 
fore the two parties (Italy and Ethi- 
opia) with a view to conciliation. 

“In view of the preliminary char- 
acter of these suggestions as em- 
phasized by the two Powers, which 
in the first case took the initiative 
_of putting them forward, the Coun- 
cil does not consider it is called 
on to expréss an opinion in regard 
to them at present. 

“The Council instructs the com- 
miftee of 13 (charged with the Ital- 
ian-Ethiopian discussion), bearing 
in mind the provisions of the 
(League) covenant, to examine the 
situation as a whole as it may ap- 
pear in the light of information 
which the committee may procure.” 
. Italian Spokesman’s Comment. 

An Italian spokesman asserted 
immediately after the Council’s ac- 
tion: “The League has killed the 
French-British proposal and now 
must take the responsibility for 
what happens.” 

The Sanctions Committee of 18 
met but adjourned immediately aft- 
er approving the continued opera- 
tion of existing sanctions. It took 
no action concerning the launching 
of oil sanctions. 

Both the Sanctions’ Committee 
and the Committee of 13, which was 
charged with considering the whole 
Italian-Ethiopian situation, were ex- 
pected not to meet again until 
about Jan. 15. 

Sanctions Question Deferred. 

A member of the Council said 
there was no immediate question of 
imposing an oil embargo on Italy, 
meanwhile, to reinforce present

MUSSOLINI DEFERS 
REPLY ON PROPOSAL

ROME, Dec. 19.—Premier Mus- 
solini delayed today his answer to 
the French-British proposals for 
peace in Ethiopia, considered by 
Fascists to be already dead in Lon- 
don, slipping in Paris and Geneva 
and rejected in Addis Ababa. 

Mussolini discussed the peace 
terms for three hours in a session 
of his Fascist Grand Council, ex- 
tending into the early hours of this 
morning, but made public no deci- 
sion, calling instead another meet- 
ing for Saturday night. The delay 
enabled Mussolini to study the 
quick succession of developments 
following the advance of the pro- 
posals and his pledge at Pontinia 
yesterday to “fight” for Italy’s 
rights. 

Informed sources said the resig- 
nation of British Foreign Secretary 
Sir Samuel Hoare, co-author of the 
contested peace plan, and of Edou- 
ard Herriot as leader of France’s 
dominant Radical-Socialist party 
because of criticism of his cabinet 
colleague, Premier Pierre Laval, 
other author of the plan, interrupt- 
ed whatever Mussolini intended to 
say in reply to the proposals. These 
sources said Mussolini may an- 
nounce, after Saturday’s meeting of 
his Supreme Council of State, 
whether Italy will discuss the terms 
as a possible basis for East African 
settlement.

Battle.

ADDIS ABABA, Dec. 19.—Dedjaz- 
match Ayale, Commander of the 
Ethiopian forces on the west bank 
of the Takkaze River, reported to- 
day that his army had defeated the 
Italians in a major battle. 

His message reads: 

“I defeated the Italians in a ma- 
jor engagement near Aksum (the 
holy city captured several weeks 
ago by the Italians). 

“They fled in great disorder, leav- 
ing the battlefield strewn with dead. 
I will inform you of the casualties 
later.” 

His report was made directly to 
Emperor Haile Selassie at Dessye. 
The King sent it to the capital. 

(The Italian Government yester- 
day announced a major victory in 
the Takkaze River valley following 
a successful advance by the Ethiopi- 
ans in the preliminary engagement.) 

A high Ethiopian official disclosed 
that the Emperor had rescinded his 
orders for a strategic retreat to the 
north. He said the order against 
offensives still stood, but the Ethio- 
pian Commanders were no longer 
to permit Italian advances.

Herriot resigned the presidency 
of the Radical-Socialist party but 
he was quoted reliably as telling 
friends he also would step out of 
the cabinet because he disapproved 
of Laval’s “weak” support of the 
League of Nations in the Italian- 
Ethiopian situation. 

Daladier, with other leaders of 
the anti-Laval wing of the party, 
pleaded with Herriot to remain in 
the cabinet lest it fall through his 
resignation and make Laval a “mar- 
tyred hero.”

ALL OF NEWLY MINED MEXICAN 


SILVER BOUGHT BY U. S. 


Morgenthau Says He Has Pur- 
chased Metal Every Day This 
Week; Silent on Sources. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. — Re- 
peating that the Treasury still is 
buying silver, Secretary Morgen- 
thau said today the Government 
had taken all of Mexico’s newly- 
mined output during the last year 
—about 72,000,000 ounces. “I have 
bought silver every day this week, 
including today,” Morgenthau re- 
plied to questions about slumping 
world prices for the metal, which 
brokers attribute to Treasury poli- 
cies. 

But aside from mentioning the 
Mexican purchases, Morgenthau de- 
clined to whether he was buy- 
ing from/ private individuals or 
from governments. It was under- 
stood Mekxico’s output had flowed 
to the United States because of 
favorable prices. Morgenthau said 
the metal was bought at New York 
price levels, 

He recalled, too, that the entire 
newly-mined production of the Unit- 
ed States was being purchased by 
the Government. The price paid 
is 77.57 cents an ounce—far above 
world figures. Montreal, for exam- 
ple, today quoted 45.40 cents on De- 
cember futures. The Treasury chief 
estimated the United States output 
at 40,000,000 ounces annually.

He 
immediately left the chamber. 

Attack by Labor Leader. 

C. R. Attlee, leader of the Labor 

opposition, then started off the at-

Attlee moved a vote of censure 
and declared the opposition was un- 
able to allow the Government to 
mele Hoare the “scapegoat for acts 
which I believe the Government has 
taken in collective responsibility.”

AW PRACTICE CHARGE

Hearing of a quo warranto suit 
charging the C. S. Dudley Co., a 
collection agency, with practicing 
law without a license began today 
at the Civil Courts Building before 
Special Commissioner Duvall Smith 
of St. Joseph, appointed by the 
State Supreme Court. 

The suit, filed by the Attorney- 
General last Sept. 18, as a test case, 
allegét that the collection agency,

‘BEER’ AND ‘ALE’ DEFINED 


Former Produced by Bottom Fer- 
mentation, Latter by Top, One 
of Differences. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The 
Federal Alcohol’ Administration 
defined “beer” and “ale” yesterday, 
to end the “confusion caused by 
the interchangeable use of _ the 
terms.” 

Adminintrater Franklin Hoyt 
said: “Beer is a malt beverage 
produced by bottom fermentation, 
possessing the characteristic fla- 
vor and aroma distinctive of beer, 
and containing not less than one- 
half of i per cent of alcohol by 
volume. ; 

“Ale is a malt beverage produced 
by top fermentation, possessing 
the characteristic flavor and aroma 
distinctive of ale, having an origi- 
nal gravity of not less than 13.50 
balling, containing not less than 5 
per cent of alcohol by volume, and 
of light color.” 

Porter was defined similarly, ex- 
cept that it was of “dark color,” 
while stout is of a “very dark col- 
or.” Porter and stout, Hoyt said, 
have the alcoholic content of ale.

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HUSBAND WHO KILLED WOMAN 
IN COURT HOUSE CONVICTED 


Jury Recommends 10-Year Sentence 
for Fred Cusick; Shooting in 
A934 at Waynesville. 

ROLLA, Mo., Dec. 19—A jury 
yesterday found Fred Cusick guilty 
of second-degree murder for kill- 
ing his estranged wife, Mrs. May 
Cusick, and recommended a 10- 
year prison term. Cusick shot Mrs. 
Cusick in the Pulaski County court- 
house at Waynesville in August, 
1934. The case was tried here on a 
change of venue. 

State witnesses testified Mrs. 
Cusick was shot when arranging 
bond on her husband’s charge that 
she had flourished a weapon. They 
said Cusick fired four shots. Both 
State and defense agreed the sec- 
ond shot was the fatal one. Defense 
witnesses asserted the second shot 
was fired when Fred Watkins grap- 
pled with Cusick. 

The fatal quarrel grew out of 
Cusick’s visit to his house the day 
before to get articles he said be- 
‘longed to him. He met Mrs. Cusick 
‘there and_ she later swore out & 
| warrant charging him with flour- 
‘ishing a weapon. He made a simi- 
‘lar charge against her. 
| Cusick’s twin brother, Edward 
‘Cusick, was Prosecuting Attorney of 
|Pulaski County at the time.

CARUTHERSVILLE, Mo., Dec. 
19.—State Representative Sharon 
J. Pate, an attorney, denied yester- 
day the charges of professional 
misconduct filed against him in 
Pemiscot County Circuit Court by 
the Advisory Committee to the 
State Bar Committees in connec- 
tion with his representation of Pe- 
miscot County Drainage Districts 
6 and 8. 

The Advisory Committees alleged 
Pate, as attorney for the districts, 
devised a fraudulent scheme _ to 
permit owners or mortgagees of tax- 
delinquent land to consent to judg- 
ments agains: the property for the 
full amount of taxes, plus costs and | 
attorney's fees, and then buy it in 
at execution sales for the amount 
of costs and fees. In this way, it 
was alleged, the taxes were lost to 
his clients, the drainage districts, 
and he enriched himself through 
fees. 

“No Justification,” He Says. 

“There is no justification for the 
charges, and I shall fight them to 
Pate declared. 
“They are a furtherance of a per- 
sonal persecution begun against 
me two years ago by Robert L. 
Ward.” 

Ward, another Caruthersville at- 


torney, was mentioned in the in- 
formation against Pate as one of 
those who were denied an oppor- 
tunity to bid on land sold for 
costs and attorney’s fees. He rep- 
resented bondholders of the drain- 
age districts in seeking to bid on 
the properties. 

Declining to discuss -particular 
allegations of the complaint, Pate 
referred inquiries to his father-in- 
law, Samuel J. Corbett, an attorney 
‘who had represented some of the 
defendants in the tax suits filed 
by Pate. 

Corbett said the entire tax con- 
troversy, resulting in the charges 
against Pate, was a fight between 
the landowners and the bondhold- 
ers. The bondholders, he said, were 
interested in getting the taxes paid 
up to increase the value of their 
bonds. 

“Pate most certainly did not rep- 
resent both sides in the tax suits,” 
Corbett asserted. “The fact was 
that the landowners had agreed not 
to bid against eavh other.” 

Advisory Committee’s Inquiry. 

The investigation of Pate’s offi-’' 
cial acts was made by the Advisory 
Committee because Pate himself 
was a member of the Bar Commit- 
tee for the Thirty-eighth Judicial 
Circuit, comprising Pemiscot and 
New Madrid counties. 

Records in the Sheriff's office 
show that in 94 suits filed by Pate 
for collection of $61,874 in taxes and 
penalties, the land involved was 
sold under execution for a total 
amount equal approximately to 
costs of $10,515, including $6134 in 
fees to Pate. The drainage dis- 
tricts tget less than $150 of the 
taxes and penalties. 

Pate, 36 years old, was formerly 
City Attorney of Caruthersville. He 


was graduated from the Washing- 


ton University Law School in 1922. 
He was ordered by Circuit Judge 
James M. Reeves to answer the Ad- :

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IN DISBARMENT CASE 


Holds Its Regulations Apply to 
Offenses Predating Their 
Adoption. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 19.—A 
contention that the new rules adopt- 
ed by the Missouri Supreme Court 
for the control of the regulation of 


os 


the practice of law, effective Nov. 


1, 1934, could not apply to unethical 
or unprofessional conduct alleged to 
have occurred before that date, was 
overruled today by the court en 


banc. 

The court held that the rules were 
regulatory and procedural, and did 
not violate constitutional provisions 
prohibiting retroactive legislation. 

The decision was in a disbarment 
proceedng instituted against Wil- 
»}lam G. Sparrow, St. Louis attorney, 


by the Bar Disciplinary Committee 
of the Twenty-fourth Judicial Cir- 
cuit, made up of Lawrence, McDon- 
ald, Newton and Barry Counties. 
While the Supreme Court passed 
on the constitutional question which 
had been raised, it did not decide 
the disbarment case, but remanded 
it to the Springfield Court of Ap- 
peals, where it originally was filed 
last September, for hearing, on the 
ground jurisdiction was in that 
court. The Court of Appeals had 
transferred the case to the Su- 
preme Court after the constitution- 
al question was raised. 
Charges Against Sparrow. 


The bar committee’s complaint, 
filed after a hearing in Aurora, 
charged Sparrow had incited and 
induced “many and divers persons” 
to file damage suits against a min- 
ing company, that he had divided 
fees with persons not licensed as 
attorneys, and that he had induced 
clients to testify falsely in cases in- 
volving alleged injury from inhala- 
tion of excessive quantities of dust. 

Attorneys for Sparrow contended 
that since the misconduct charged 
was alleged to have occurr.d in 
1933, prior to adoption of the Su- 
preme Court rules, these rules, un- 
der which the bar committee pro- 
ceeded, could not be applied retro- 
actively. To do so would violate 
the Constitution, is was asserted. 

Judge Charles T. Hays, who wrote 
the opinion, held the rules were 
merely regulatory and procedural, 
and in no wise restricted Sparrow's 
rights. All of the other six Judges 
of Court en banc concurred, 


Court’s Opinion. 


“It is the generally accepted view 
that in exercising their right by 
summary proceedings to suspend or 
disbar attorneys, the object which 
the courts have in view,” Judge 
Hays said, “is the removal from the 
profession of a person whose mis- 
conduct has proved him unfit to be 
entrusted with the duties and re- 
sponsibilities belonging to the office 
of an attorney. 

“In the attainment of this object 
the idea of punishment is usually 
held to have no special place, but 
the courts in such cases exercise 
their discretion, whether or not a 
man whom they had formerly ad- 
mitted, is a proper person to be 
continued on the roll of attorneys. 
There being no punishment in- 
volved as for past conduct, in no 
view can these court rules of pro- 
cedure offend against our constitu- 
tional provision touching ex post 
facto laws. 

“A sufficient answer to the con- 
tention that this proceeding will not 
lie, since it is founded in past con- 
duct which occurred in 1933, is that 
the question of moral fitness or the 
due observance of professional eth- 
ics is necessarily determinable up- 
on pre-existing facts. ‘By their 
fruits ye shall know them.’ So, as- 
suredly there is present no real 
question regarding retroactivity.”

East St. Louis has been selected 
as headquarters for compilation of 
a biennial census of business and 
manufactures in a district embrac- 
ing 34 counties in Southern Illinois 
and 21 counties in Southern In- 
diana. The LIllinois counties con- 
stitute the Twenty-second to Twen- 
ty-fifth Congressional Districts and 
the Indiana counties the Seventh 
and Eighth Congressional! Districts. 
Headquarters will be in the Fed- 
eral Building, in charge of Lafay- 
ette Cox, area supervisor, of Wash- 
ington. The census, a part of a 
nation-wide undertaking, will be 
financed out of Works Progress Ad- 
ministration funds, and will em- 
ploy 275 enumerators from relief 
rolis and paid according to the

The fight is 
neither national, as shown bv 
our commercial and diplomatic 
relations with Germany, nor 
athletic, as shown by the -will- 
ingness of a majority of our ath- 
letes to participate. : 

Is it réally fair that a minority 
should continue to Sabotage ac- 
tivities to keep the United States 
in the forefront in this form of 
physical advancement? 

There is no time to change our 
—System of raising funds for the 
1936 Olympic teams. So, if we 
come down the last month with 
a deficit, let’s hope there will be, 
as there always has been in the 
past, enough patriots and sports- 
men still with open minds to 
make up the deficit. 

The contributions from all sorts 
of track meets and from cham- 
pionships will go a long way 
toward paying the grand total. 
Usually, however, it falls short. 

Since we are to be represented, 
let's be represented to the fullest 
and send abroad every athlete 
permitted, under the Olympio 
rules. No nation has topped us 
since 1896, when the Olympic 
revivals began. Would it not be 
too bad if a misuse of our sport 
institutions split the strength of 
this country in the eleventh re- 
vival of this most historic of all 
international endeavors and send 
us down to our first defeat?

Have to Provide Cheaper Money. 
Jones’ letter made it clear the

Pope Bestows Red Hats 
On 16 New Cardinals 


Thousands Cheer Pontiff as: He Is Borne on 
Portable Throne in Impressive Cere- 


mony at 


Vatican. 


By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 19.—Pope 
Pius, in a ceremony of pomp and 
splendor, conferred red hats today 


on 16 of the 20 new Cardinals he 
created in Monday’s secret. consis- 
tory. The other four new Cardinals, 
Papal Nuncios at Vienna, Madrid, 
Warsaw and Paris, will receive their 
hats at their posts. 

Silver trumpets, sounded from a 
high balcony in the Cathedral of St. 
Peter, heralded the Pope’s approach, 
as he came on his throne, carried 
on the shoulders of 12 scarlet-clad 
attendants, to the ceremony. He 
wore a Bishop’s mitre. 

Thousands cried “Viva il Papa” 
and waved hands and  handker- 
chiefs, many mounting chairs to see 
him better as he was carried up the 
nave. 

Midway to the central altar the 
procession halted while the Pope 
descended for a moment to pray at 
the Chapel of the Holy Sacrament. 

The shouts became a continuous 
roar when the Pope again came into 
full view of the vast crowd as he 
passed the tomb of St. Peter and 


the central altar, and was carried 


to the end of the nave where he 
mounted the cathedral throne. 
Conferring of Red Hats. 

There were performed the cere- 
monious rites of the public 
sistory, the conferring of the red 
hats on the new Cardinals “for the 
exaltation of peace and quiet among 
Christian peoples.” 

A Te Deum was sung by the Sis- 
tine Choir. 

Cardinal Santiago Luis Copello of 
Argentina, only prelate of the West- 
ern Hemisphere raised to the purple 
in this consistory, was in the con- 
clave—center of attention of the 
several hundred students of the 
Watin-American College and a rep- 
resentation of diplomats from Latin- 
American nations. 

Royalty, aristocracy and hun- 
dreds of high prelates, their uni- 
forms, robes and medals glittering 
under the hundreds of gleaming 
chandeliers of St. Peter's, had first 
place in the pews. 

Behind them were thousands of 
humbly-garbed priests and student 
priests, itinerant brothers and lay 
brothers of various orders; nuns, 
children and lay people. 

Guards Line Aisle. 

Noble guards, bearing rifles in 
regular parade ground manner, 
lined the central aisle leading to the 
great nave. 

Shortly after 9 a. m., the new car- 
dinals headed by their ranking 
member, Cardinal Carlo Salotti, 
wént to the St. Petronilla Chapel.

There they were received by Car- 
dinal Pacelli, Vatican Secretary of 
State and Chancellor of the Holy 
Roman Church, and Cardinal Capo- 
tosti, Chancellor of the Sacred Col- 
lege, with a small delegation of oth- 
er ranking cardinals. 

In the presence of these seniors 
they professed their faith, swore fi- 
delity’ to the church, and promised 
to conserve the dignity and prestige 
of the purple.

As each new cardinal knelt 
before him, the Pope held the hat 
over the bowed head and said, in 
part: 

“To-the glory of Almighty God 
and embellishment of the Holy 
Apostolic See, receive the red hat, 
insignia of the singular dignity of 
the cardinalcy.”’ 

He charged each cardinal further 
with being intrepid “for the exalta- 
tion of the holy faith, the peace and 
quiet of the Christian people, the 
augmentation and conservation of 
the sacrosant Roman Church.” 

Imparting the apostolic benedic- 
tion, the Pope rose and mounted his 
portable throne again for the reces- 
sional. 

The cardinals proceeded to the 
Sistine Chapel where the new ones 
prostrated themselves before the 
altar and covered their heads with 
the cowls of their robes while Car- 
dinal Pignatelli di Belmonte, dean 
of the college, recited a prayer. 

They passed then to the Consis- 
tory Hall, again to meet the Pope. In 
a brief ceremony he placed his 
fingers over their mouths, signfy- 
ing that they were never to divulge 
church secrets, and assigned to each 
of them a titular church.

PALESTINE LEGISLATIVE BODY 
TO BE SET UP BY BRITISH 


Jews, Moslems and Christians to 
Be Represented on New 
Council.

JERUSALEM, Dec. 19.—A legis- 
lative council for Palestine will be 
proclaimed Saturday by High Com- 
missioner Sir Arthur Grenfeell 
Wauchope at a conference with 
Arab Leaders. 

In a statement, the Government 
confirmed reports that Sir Arthur 
had invited the Arab leaders to 


meet with him. 

Proclamation of the Assembly, 
which will rule as a quasi-demo- 
cratic body. has been long deferred. 
Jews, both within and without 
Palestine, have been bitterly op- 
posed to establishment of the Coun- 
cil on the ground that it will fix 
them permanently as a minority 
element in the population. 

It was reported the Council would 
be composed of four Jews, six Mos- 
lems, two Palestinian Christians 
and 10 Britons, with the High Com- 
missioner presiding and exercising 
veto power. 

Under the present system of gov- 
ernment, the High Commissioner 
has complete executive power, and 
is answerable only to the British 
Colonial Office. 


GARNER BACK IN CAPITAL 
FROM PHILIPPINE VISIT 


Speaker Byrns and Senator Byrnes 
Predict Passage of Veterans’ 
Bonus Bill. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—Vice- 
President Garner, Speaker Byrns 
and a group of Senate and House 
leaders returned to the capital to- 
day to shape their plans for the ap- 
proaching congressional session. 
Garner called at the White House. 

Back from a trip to the Philip- 
pine Islands, where they observed 
inauguration of the new Common- 
wealth Government, they surveyed 
a legislative slate dotted by such 
ticklish issues as the bonus, neu- 
trality and appropriations which 
some contend must be brought in 
line with income.

REPLY OF ASSOCIATED

olutionary program and a conspira- 
tor against the nation’s institu- 
tions.” 

Calles, a bitter opponent of Presi- 
dent Lazaro Cardenas, caused an 
uncertain political situation by his 
recent return to Mexico from the 
United States. 

After ousting Calles from the 
party which he helped to found 
four years ago in an attempt to 
give Mexico a “Government of in- 
stitutions,’ the Senate brought for- 
mal charges of sedition and insti- 
gation to rebellion against Luis N. 
Morones, labor leader and a close 
aid of the former President. He 
will be turned over to the Attorney- 
General. 

Along with Calles, four Governors 
and five Senators removed from 
their posts earlier this week by the 
Senate were expelled from the 
party. Informed sources said no 
action was taken by the Federal 
Congress against Gov. Eleuterio 
Parra of Nayarit, reported in dis- 
patches to have béen ousted. 

Charges Against Morones. 

Morones, former Minister of La- 
bor and Economy, is accused by the 
Senate of having urged workers in 
Manzanillo to revolt. 

Senator Torres Ortiz charged 
Morones with “tricking the work- 
ers” and building up a personal for- 
tune which he said includes real 
estate valued at 500,000 pesos ($135,- 
000). 

Morones “betrayed the Govern- 
ments of Obregon, Portes Gil and 
Cardenas,” Senator Ortiz asserted, 
“and the blood of Obregon is on 
him.” 

Labor leaders announced that 
syndicates representing all organ- 
ized workers would participate in 
a demonstration against Calles Sun- 
day. They said at least 50,000 work- 
ers were expected to join in the 
demand for his expulsion. 

Statement by Calles. 

In a statement to foreign news- 
paper men Calles challenged the 
Cardenas government to _ force 
him from the country. 

Denying that he is conspiring 
against the Government, Calles said 
he returned to Mexico after a self- 
imposed exile, “because Mexico is 
my country and only by violence 
can they make me leave.” >» 

He said he thought his life was in 
danger and that “they may assassin- 
ate me,” but he declared he would 
not leave Mexico unless the Govern- 
ment drove him out. 

Calles asserted that the agitation 
caused by his return “is artificial 
and unjustified,” stating that he ob- 
jected to the policies of the present 
government because they were “too 
radical” and that they were leading 
the country “to Communism, which 
is unsuited to Mexico.” 

He denounced the ousting of four 
governors and five senators “simply 
because they were believed to be 
friends of mine.”

JAPAN STANDS FAST 
ON NAVY EQUALITY 


Objects to British Proposal to 
Limit Building to Na- 
tion’s Needs.

LONDON, Dec. 19.—Japan’s stube 
born, unswerving determination tq 
have a navy equal to any regardless 
of world opposition emerged clearly, 
today as the delegates to the naval 
conference debated the merits of 
British compromise proposals. 

While American, French and Ital- 
ian conferees after a recess for 


study and consideration voiced ap- 
proval of the principle of the Brit« 
ish proposal that each nation set 
a limit on new construction based 
on naval needs, instead of “rights,” 
the Japanese made no secret of 
strong objections, 

The preamble of the tentative 


draft of the plan recognizes the - 


right of each Power to possess 
naval strength necessary to assure 
security but specifies each base 
construction on the minimum ade 
quate to obtain security. 

Viscount Monsell, First Lord of 
the British Admiralty, was under- 
stood to have informed Admiral] 
Osami Nagano, chief of the Japa- 
nese delegation, that existing 
strengths would provide equality, 
and security, hence the building 
program—to be submitted and ap- 
proved by the conference before 
public announcement—should cone 
form to present relative strengths, 

While the Japanese have made no 
flat rejection it was learned Ad- 
miral Nagano, after a long, critical 
analysis, declared proposals based 
on the principles of the Washing~- 
ton and London treaties are simply 
a subterfuge for continuation of the 
5-5-3 ratio system which it is impos- 
sible for him to accept. 

Admiral Nagano asserted the 
Japanese objective of equality could 
only find its logical solution through 
agreement of each Power’s right tte 
build up to an equal level. He 
added he believed the proposal 
would actually result in an in- 
crease in naval. armaments instead 
of a reduction. 

Carefully refraining from outright 
rejection, Nagano clearly indicated 
the Japanese consider further am- 
plification and exploration of pro- 
posals useless because of their basie 
undesirability.

Further proof of progress against the rule of the 
spoilsman is to be found in the fact that the col- 
leges and universities are beginning to recognize the 
training of public administrators as one of their re- 
sponsibilities. Only last week, Harvard announced 
plans for the establishment of a Graduate School of 
Public Administration, made possible by a $2,000,000 
gift from Lucius N. Littauer, New York glove manu- 
facturer. For a number of years, George Washington 
and Georgetown universities in Washington, D.. C., 
have made specialties of training for governmental 
positions, the former emphasizing administration and 
the latter, the foreign service. Graduates of these 
courses are finding employment or the training 


We cite these evidences of progress only to show 
that there is ample cause to wage the fight against 
the spoils system with confidence in steady improve- 
ment. In the governments of most of the states, 
in county and municipal government, save where 
the manager system is functioning as it is in- 
‘tended to, patronage holds sway. This means, as 
Dr. Leonard D. White of the University of Chicago, 
one of three Federal Civil Service Commissioners, 
points out in an admirable article in the winter Yale 
Review, that the United States is maintaining two 
personnel systems side by side. One is based on 
reward for getting votes, the other on individual 
worth proved by examination and service. Their in- 
compatibility is evident. 

Essentially, the task which the League of Women 
Voters has undertaken is to awaken the public to 
the costly inefficiency and downright viciousness of 
the spoils system. History may record the move- 
ment as one of the truly important ones of our time. 
Every right-thinking man and woman, regardless of 
party, will get behind it to the fullest. May its in- 
fluence be felt throughout our government, from the 
lowest offices to the highest!

Nazi Germany has begun wholesale deportation of 
Polish Jews to their homeland, says a report from 
Berlin.

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TOWNSEND VICTORY IN MICHIGAN. 

Verner W. Main, Republican candidate indorsed by 
the Townsend pension-plan group, has won a seat in 
Congress as the result of his 2-to-1 victory in a 
special election in the Third Michigan District. It 
is the first electoral triumph for Dr. Townsend and 
his fellow promoters in their effort to capture a ma- 
jority in Congress and thereby win enactment of 
their fantastic scheme to endow every citizen over 60 
years old with an income of $200 a month. 

The Michigan outcome in many ways is typical of 
the Townsend situation over the country. The Third 
District has been steadfastly Republican for 30 years. 
When the Townsendites captured the Republican can- 
didate, they had virtual assurance of victory. This 
is the local pressure method they have adopted for 
use in all districts, and the Anti-Saloon League’s 
use of similar tactics shows that it gets results. 
There is one difficulty, that of making the candidate 
stay hitched. Mr. Main now says: “The Townsend 
clubs indorsed my candidacy after it was under way, 
but I entered the race at the urging of disinterested 


| friends, as the candidate of no group or faction.” This 


cool message comes after Dr. Townsend himself had 
visited the district and gone stumping with the can- 
didate. 

The Townsendites had an advantage in the small 
vote at Tuesday’s polling, usual in a by-election. The 
total was only 36,425, as against 73,727 in the district 
in 1934, and 94,761 in 1932. Townsend club members 
got out and voted and, with the partisan Republican 
voters, rolled up double the ballots polled by the Dem- 
ocrats and anti-Townsendites. 

Since the Townsend candidate got but 24,686 votes 
in a district of 261,506 population, it may be inac- 
curate to say that the people of the district indorsed 
Townsendism. It is quite accurate, however, to say 
that they were not sufficiently concerned over the 
menace represented by that movement to turn out 
and vote against its candidate. Against an aggressive 
campaign of promises and rosy-hued dreams, the

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IN PEACEFUL CZECHO-SLOVAKIA.

Masaryk quit as President of Czecho-Slovakia at the 
age of 85, and he has now been succeeded by Eduard 
Benes, who has been Foreign Minister during most 


the White House. These two men have dominated 
their country’s affairs all through the turbulent post- 
war period and one of them continues to sit on top 
of the heap. 

Do they not tire of their public men in Czecho- 
Slovakia? Apparently not. Masaryk’s retirement was 
voluntary. Benes’ succession was almost by accla- 
mation. If there are Huey Longs and Gene Tal- 
madges and Herbert Hoovers and Henry P. Fletch- 
ers in Czecho-Slovakia to harry the party in power 
with thunder from the left and bombardments from 
the right, the cables carry no mention of them. In 
any case, the Masaryk-Benes dynasty goes serene- 
ly on. 

It is none of our affair, but we shouldn't be sur- 
prised if the International Union of Politicians sent 
a committee composed, say, of Franklin Roosevelt, 
Stanley Baldwin and Pierre Laval to Praha to study 
the causes of this marvelous tranquillity. 
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HOW IS IT DONE?

Unemployment problem is challenge to industry, which owes a duty to itself and to 
society to help seek solution, writer says; business man should be alarmed by 
prospect of “achieving prosperity for himself in the midst of poverty”; warns that 
resort to panaceas and restrictive legislation may follow failure to co-operate.

indorsed by the Government. In his open- 
ing address, Maj. Berry made it clear that 
ideas, plans or suggestions for solving the 
problems of industry should be evolved out 
of group discussions. 

The hostile attitude of many organized 
business groups, which assumed the confer- 
ence was called to enlist support for a new 
NRA, may explain the .present emphasis 
upon industry’s responsibility for formulat- 
ing its own program. Certainly when the 
idea of a conference was first broached, 
Maj. Berry hinted broadly that interest 
would center about plans for revising the 
‘Recovery Act. However, other and larger 
issues than the fate of the NRA confront 
industry at the present time. 

A revival of business, which has renewed 
the confidence of certain organized groups 
in their ability to manage their own affairs, 
has increased their distaste for any pro- 
posals savoring of Government interference 
or regulation. This attitude could be justi- 
fied if there were any assurance that a 
strictly “hands off” policy would provide 
employment for idle workers and thus elim- 
inate the widespread economic distress and 
social discontent which constitute a very 
real menace to established political institu- 
tions. Unfortunately, the immediate outlook 
is far from promising. 

On the eve of the conference, Maj. Berry 
called attention to the challenge presented 
by the presence in this country of some 
10,000,000 unemployed who, with their de- 
pendents, constitute a very large percentage 
of the entire population. The actuat volume 
of unemployment, however, is less perturb- 
wa a social phenomenon than the fact

while employment gains are very slow.

employment. Any man with ordinary in- 
telligence knows that such conditions in 
course of time breed disorders. 

At best, the existence of great numbers 
of destitute unemployed places an obligation 
upon the more fortunate members of the 
community that cannot be shunned. Oner- 
ous taxes that handicap industry, and 
mounting public indebtedness that imposes 
burdens upon all productive agencies, are 
inevitable unless industry is in a position 
to give work and wages to employable men 
and women. 

Furthermore, an industrial system that 
permanently excluded from active life a 
large proportion of able-bodied potential 
workers would forfeit its right to survive, 
in the opinion of most people. To state this 
obvious fact is not a condemnation of our 
existing form of industrial organization, 
which is recovering slowly—and against 
unnecessary obstacles—from the effects of a 
prolonged depression. But it is a warning 
against a refusal to discuss remedial meas- 
ures. 

The satisfied industrialists who simply 
ask to be let alone to work out their own 
salvation may find their desires frustrated 
by the very positive activities of labor 
leaders who are pressing for a 30-hour week 
and similar panaceas. Or they may dis- 
cover that Congress has not waited for their 
approval to pass new kinds of restrictive 
legislation regulating their operations. 

Consequently, it is not only wiser from 
the selfish point of view for industry to 
consider the challenge presented by unem- 
ployment and kindred ills, but it is in clear 
accordance with democratic ideals for labor 
and capital to discuss joint problems in 
open forum in the hope of reconciling dif- 
fering points of view. Violent interchanges 
such as occurred at the opening of the con- 
vention are most unfortunate. The alterna- 
tive to co-operation is class warfare, and 
economic progress does not follow that road. 

Of course, the conference cannot expect 
to find an immediate solution of the difficult 
questions that demand attention. But labor 
and capital should welcome any opportunity 
for an exchange of ideas that holds promise 
in the formulation of policies for future 
guidance, 


County Reform in Virginia

D OWN in old Virginia they have been 
trying out the county manager form of 
government and decide it is a financial as 
well as an artistic success. 

In Henrico County, which includes a slice 
of suburban Richmond, as well as a con- 
siderable rural territory, the manager plan 
has gone through a vigorous attack at the 
polls and come out victorious. The voters 
like it bécause it has reduced taxes to the 
lowest level of seven years without curtail- 
ing any useful service. 

Four major offices “which formerly cost 
$50,000 a year each to\maintain are now giv- 
ing better service at $35,000 to $40,000,” the 
Associated Press reports. In addition, many 
minor offices have been eliminated, and the 


} 


rest of the payroll battalion considerably re- 
duced. E 

Virginia’s Legislature authorized the new 
county government plan in 1932. As in other 
States, jobholders put up a hot fight for 
their jobs. In several counties, proposals 
for centralized government have been de- 
feated. But the Henrico experiment, now 
in operation for a year and a half, is mak- 
ing so good a showing that successive elec- 
tions are expected to show more counties 
going modern. 

Virginia is a land of steady habits. If 
county government can be taken out of the 
ox-cart model there, backers of modernized 
county government in other states should 
not be discouraged.

ON BIRTH CONTROL 


Says Statement by 13 Clergy- 
men Leaves Out Consid- 
eration of Moral Values. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—Patrick 
Cardinal Hayes, Archbishop of New 
York, issued a statement yesterday 
reaffirming his belief that the prac- 
tice of birth control involved the 
danger of race suicide. 

Replying to 13 clergymen who 
had answered his sermon on the 
subject, Cardinal Hayes expressed 
surprise “that a group of professed 
leaders of religious thought should 
make the sole test of the desirabili- 
ty of any program or policy a utili- 
tarian one, leaving out of all con- 
Sideration any question of the 
moral values involved.” 

He added: “It is equally surpris- 
ing that these same religious lead- 
ers seem to have set aside belief 
in the God of revelation, the God of 
the ages, substituting a vague and 
elusive God of evolution, and

law and that contraception is an 
offense against it. The 13 clergy- 
men, on the other hand, have ab- 
rogated belief in a moral law.” 

Cardinal Hayes said he saw noth- 
ing undemocratic in having raised 
his voice in public on moral ques- 
tions or questions of public policy. 

“It was with sorrow that I found 
in the words of these religious lead- 
ers no hint of a religious approach 
to the problem,” he continued, “it 
was with amazement that I found 
their appeal to science thoroughly 
unscientific.” 

“Figures of 50 Years Ago.” 

Quoting the ministers’ assertion 
that a declining birth rate has been 
accompanied by a declining death 
rate and that the population of the 
United States is increasing at the 
rate of a million a year, Cardinal 
Hayes said this referred to condi- 
tions as they were 50 years ago, but 
not today. 

He said the proper test was not 
the excess of births over deaths but 
whether mothers were producing 
daughters in sufficient 
replace them when the 
reached the child-bearing age. Sev- 
eral writers were quoted in support 
of his cl#im that on this basis in- 
habitants of Northern and West- 
ern Europe and of the United 
States are not reproducing them- 
selves and that if the present trend 
continues the population will die 
out.

“estimated by the State Department 
-to constitute 99 per cent of Ameri- 
‘can p in the Central Amer- 
ican republic. 

Similar treaties have been signed 
with Cuba, Haiti, Brazil, Sweden, 
“Belgium, Canada and Colombia.

- Balsams, from 10 to § per cent ad 
valorem; pineapples in crates, from 
50 to 35 cents per crate of 2.45 cubic 
feet; pineapples in bulk, from 11-6 
cents to 9-10 cent each; mango and 
guava pastes and pulps, from 35 to 
be per cent ad valorem, and pre- 
pared or preserved guavas from 35 
to 17% per cent ad valorem.

The Great All-American 


Bird 


The First Americans Liked Their Turkey as Much as 
Do Their Descendants for Important Family Feasts 


By ANTONE MARTIN 


HE turkey is strictly an American 

bird. He originated on this continent, 
and found the environment so desir- 
able that he retained it as his natural 
and only habitat. Fossilized remains of 
the progenitor .f the piece de resistance 
that graces the Christmas table have been 
found in the State of Colorado and date 


‘back to the Miocene period of antiquity. 


The turkey is the largest of the galli- 
aceae, or grouse and pheasant-like birds. 
There were three species originally in 
America. Those of Canada and the U. 
S. A. and the variety native to northern 
Mexico are familiar to all since they are 
so very much like the present barnyard 
fowl. But the third species, a native of 
Yucatan, Guatemala, and Honduras, are 
rivals of the peacock for splendor and 
ostentation. This latter species is known 
technically as Meleagris ocellata. The 
head of this bird is bright blue with vivid 
orange spots, and the feathers are of a 
brilliant metallic hue. He makes a color- 
ful spectacle when he struts against the 
lush green background of the jungle. 

The turkeys of America’s barnyards 
and poultry pens are the descendants of 
birds domesticated by the natives of Peru 
and Mexico, taken to Europe, and then 
returned to this country. The early set- 
tlers did not trouble to raise turkeys. The 
forest was full of birds so tame that it 
was not only as convenient as a poultry 
yard, but also economical. And the wild 
fellow was, we understand, a much finer 
bird than any that man has ever been 
able to raise. The turkey has degener- 
ated somewhat during captivity. Usually 
man has been able in thé case of animals 


,tc breed types that. sh improvement 


upon the originals. Not so, the experts 
tell us, with the turkey. A wild gobbler 
weighed as much as 60 pounds; he was 
more graceful, active,’ and belligerent, 
and his feathers had greater sheen than 
those of his present-day descendant. He 
lost desirable qupalities and became do- 
mesticated in name only, being still more 
than half wild. 

The turkey was about as hard hit by 
the destruction of natural resources as 
were the other creatures of the wild, 
sharing the fate of the buffalo, elk, an- 
telope, beaver, pigeon and duck. It has 
been estimated th:t the number of wild 
turkeys in New England at one time 
equalled the number of all the domestic 
fowl of every kind in the U. 8S. A. today. 

Nevertheless roast turkey has become 2 
part cf American life. There are millions 
who would consider it sacrilege to cook 
a turkey in any other way. -A pan, an 
oven, dressing, and cranberry sauce are 
just part of the job in the minds of 
American people. But emergency some- 
times makes strange bed fellows in the 
kitchen.

It took 
a lot of youth and strength, and some- 
thing on the side of will and experience, 
to make it into camp with the load. 

Early the next morning we filled our 
largest pot with strong salt water and 
placed it om the fire. Jake produced a 
roll of fine, but very strong wire from 
his war bag and cut some pieces from 
it about three feet long. Every particle 
of meat that could be stripped from the 
turkeys was threaded on these wires. 
The ends of each piece of wire were fas- 
tened to form a loop, and the meat was 
dipped into the boiling salt water. Then 
the laden wire loops were hung on the 
limbs of a dead pine tree that stood near 
the camp. A smoky fire on each side 
of the tree kept the flies away while the 
hot dry air of the western highlands 
quickly cured the meat. 

Meat cured in this way is known as 
jerky to the men of the West. And we 
now had several pounds of turkey jerky. 
Huh! Turkey jerky! Rather fetching, 
don't you think!

Accurate vision, hearing 
and memory backed up by good 
control of the hands, are largely 
concerned with good spelling. All 
children who make mistakes in 
spelling should be examined to dis- 
cover, if possible, the cause of their 
difficulty. Eye tests, ear tests, 
memory tests, muscular co-ordina- 
tion should be tested' by experts in 
an effort to find a remedy for the 
difficulty. But repeated writing of 
the same word is not to be empha- 
sized.

Writing a word more than twice

become fatigued in body and’ mind. 
They feel a hatred toward spelling 
that is difficult to overcome. Much 
harm and little good comes of this 
business. 

I believe that all children should 
learn to spell correctly. I know 
there are some wise people who 
say that spelling is unimportant. 
“You know I mean hdéuse even if 
I do leave off the ‘e. It’s just a 
convention.” It is more than a 
convention, to my mind. It is a 
matter of form, of knowing the ac- 
cepted standard and maintaining it 
in one’s own right. I always sus- 
pect the sincerity of people who 
‘scoff at such ordinary routine mat- 
‘ters as spelling and correct speech 
and rules for dancing classes and 
good form or sports. They are 
either too lazy to work for good 
form and style and perfection or 
they have not the power to achieve 
any degree of perfection. 

But the point is: Don’t make 
children lose what form, and what 
taste for form, they have, by the 
killing process of endesa rewriting.
